new  and  7,447  old)  a  decrease  of  818. 

There  were  8,004  operations  (including 
Dentals)  performed  in  1940,  as  compared  with  2,092  in  1945,  an 
increase  of  812.

ALMONER’S  REPORT  FOR  1946. 


During  the  past  year  2,854  patients  have 
been  seen  in  this  department,  which  is  an  increase  of  460  on  last 
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year’s  figures.  All  of  these  people  have  been  seen  personally,  which 
means  that  they  have  all  had  help  and  advice  to  a  certain  extent  : 
but  of  these  411  have  had  some  specific  form  of  help  w  hich  in  many 
cases  is  still  continuing. 


The  need  to  give  help  still  arises  from  two 
main  causes  :  either  the  patients  can  not  afford  to  provide  the 
treatment  or  appliances  recommended  by  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff,  or  due  to  economic  and  social  factors  the  home  conditions 
are  such  that  the  patients  can  not  derive  the  full  benefit  of  the 
treatment  which  they  have  received  at  the  Hospital. 

To  meet  this  need  it  has  been  necessary  to 
seek  the  co-operation  of  the  various  voluntary  organisations  and 
statutory  authorities  in  this  area,  and  I  should  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  them  all  for  their  help  during  the  past  year. 

Instruments.  Surgical  instruments  have  been  supplied 

amounting  to  £111  ;  15  :  7,  of  which  the 
])arents  contributed  £60  :  18  :  10.  The  balance  was  met  by  grants 
from  the  Ministry  of  Pensions,  Soldiers’,  Sailors’  and  Airmen’s 
Families  Association,  School  Medical  Officer  and  Arnison  Surgical 
Aid.

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SPEECH  THERAPY  CLINIC  REPORT  FOR  1946. 


The  work  of  this  Clinic  has  increased  con¬ 
siderably  during  the  past  year.  Sessions  are  now  being  held  on 
Monday  morning,  Thursday  and  'Friday  afternoons,  and,  since 
October,  I  have  had  the  assistance  of  Miss  M.  F.  Sievwright  for  two 
sessions  each  week. 


IMiss  Sievwright  has  had  very  considerable 
experience  in  working  with  children  and  has  recently  qualified  as  a 
Licentiate  of  the  College  of  Speech  Therapists.  I  have  found  her 
a  very  great  help  in  dealing  with  the  increased  number  of  patients 
now  attending. 


The  long  expected  pure  tone  audiometer 
arrived  in  September  and  it  is  now  possible  to  assess  the  hearing  of 
a  child,  and  to  detect  any  hearing  deficiency,  such  as  high  frequency 
deafness,  which  may  be  a  cause  of  defective  speech.  Audiometer 
hearing  tests  have  been  carried  out  in  22  cases,  in  addition  to  those 
tested  by  the  Staff’  of  the  E.N.T.  Department.

This  is  an  increase  of  779  on  the  previous  year  (342). 

The  cases  treated  include  stammering,  cleft 
j)a]ate  speech,  dyslalia,  dysarthria,  lisp,  retarded  speech  develop¬ 
ment,  rhinolalia  aperta,  spastic  diplegia,  and  lip  reading  for  deaf 
children  before  entry  to  a  School  for  the  Deaf. 

Though  the  extra  number  of  sessions  has 
made  it  possible  to  treat  the  increased  number  of  patients  the 
problem  of  suitable  accommodation  is  still  acute.  When  this  is 
improved  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  carry  oiit  much  of 
this  work  with  small  children  through  play.  A  large  low  table  for 
blowing  games  in  cleft  palate  cases,  and  other  games,  chairs  of 
suitable  height,  a  dolls’  house,  railway  lines,  train  and  station, 
toy  shops,  etc.,  would  be  so  helpful  in  developing  improved  speech 
in  as  natural  a  way  as  possible  when  they,  and  the  necessary 
accommodation,  are  available.

A  Special  Court  of  Governors  was  held  at 
the  Hospital,  Great  North  Road,  Newcastle,  on  Friday,  6th  Sejv 
teinber,  1946,  at  7.0  p.m. 

Forty-five  Governors,  Life  Governors  or 
Representative  Governors  present  whose  names  are  recorded  in  the 
Attendance  Books,  Mr,  Wm.  Cochran-Carr,  J.P.,  in  the  Chair. 

The  Notice  convening  the  Meeting  uas 

taken  as  read. 


Regrets  for  inabihty  to  be  present  were 
recorded  from  Mr.  Cuthbert  Bainbridge,  Mr.  F.  L.  Bardsley,  Mr. 
G.  T.  Parkin,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Dale,  Mrs.  W.  Barnett,  Miss  R.  IMillican, 
"Mr.  F.  J.  Williams,  Miss  J.  Birnie,  Lt.  Col.  J.  W.  (Trant,  Mr.  R.  D. 
Swann,  Miss  J.  Robson,  Miss  D,  A.  Souness. 

The  business  before  the  Court  was  : — 

To  consider,  and  if  thought  fit  to  approve, 
the  following  Resolution  : — 

That  this  Special  Court  of  Governors  directs  the  Board  of 
Management  not  to  apply  for  full  functional  amalgamation 
with  the  Teaching  Centre  but  to  take  any  necessary  steps  to 
associate  itself  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,” 

The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  in  June, 
1939,  a  Special  Court  of  Governors  agreed  to  become  a  party  to  an 
amalgamation  with  the  Royal  Victoria  Inhrmary  and  other  hospitals 
to  form  a  Hospital  Centre,  and  terms  for  amalgamation  were 
formulated.  Then  came  the  War  with  Germany  and  it  was  felt 
that  circumstances  had  so  changed  that  it  would  not  be  advisable 
to  enter  into  any  Agreement  during  the  War,  vhich,  owing  to 
altered  world  conditions  was  now  either  incapable  of  fulfilment,  or 
at  least  only  a  dim  and  nebulous  future.  They  therefore  decided  to 
defer  signing  the  Agreement  until  such  time  as  the  situation  had 
sufficiently  cleared  for  them  to  see  v  hether  the  building  of  this  new 
Hospital  was  capable  of  being  proceeded  with,  though  it  was  never 
the  intention  of  the  Board  not  to  proceed  to  complete  amalgamation 
once  this  became  evident. 
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Since  the  termination  of  the  War,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  has  issued  the  National  Health  Service  Bill,  in  which  it  is 
deemed  expedient  that  the  Voluntary  Hospital  system  shall  termi¬ 
nate,  and  in  its  stead,  the  Country  shall  be  divided  up  into  a  number 
of  Regions,  each  of  which  will  administer  all  the  Hospitals  within 
its  area.  It  will  take  over  all  assets  and  vested  interests  now- 
belonging  to  Voluntary  Hospitals,  leaving  only  what  may  be 
termed  “  a  House  Committee  ”  to  administer  the  ordinary  functions 
of  each  particular  hospital.  On  this  House  Committee  there  w  ill  be 
representatives  appointed  by  the  Regional  Board.  Those  hospitals 
which  are  termed  “  teaching  hospitals  ”  will  be  permitted  to  carry 
out  their  administration  and  to  retain  their  assets  and  vested 
interests,  and  under  this  category  the  R.V.T.  in  conjunction  with 
Xing’s  College,  forms  one. 

The  Chairman  then  reviewed  the  activities 
regarding  amalgamation  up  to  date,  including  the  Meeting  held  on 
16th  July,  1946,  between  the  Fleming,  R.V.I.  and  Babies’  Hospital 
Representatives.  At  that  Meeting  it  was  pointed  out  by  the 
R.V.I.  that  they  w^ould  be  glad  to  implement  their  previous  dis¬ 
cussions  for  amalgamation  with  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  at 
an  appropriate  time  to  be  determined  later  provided 

(a)  that  such  amalgamation  is  practicable, 

(b)  that  it  is  a  full  functional  amalgamation, 

(c)  that  unqualified  control  is  vested  in  the  Infirmary 
House  Committee  or  Teaching  Hospital  Board, 

(d)  that  the  Minister  gives  his  approval, 

(e)  that  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  representatives 
should  inform  their  Management  Committee  and 
subsequently  their  Governors  along  these  lines  and 
obtain  their  full  approval,  and 

(f)  that  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  should  ask  for  the 
approval  of  the  Minister  to  the  proposals  if  approved 
by  their  Court  of  Governors. 

After  considerable  discussion  during  which 
members  of  the  Board  of  Management,  Governors,  and  Representa¬ 
tive  Governors  present  spoke,  the  Resolution  as  circulated,  was 
moved  by  Mr.  Thos.

Chairman’s  The  Chairman  spoke  of  the  great  services 

Remarks.  which  Mr.  T.  B.  Newton  had  rendered  to  the 

Chapter  since  its  inception,  as  its  Chairman, 
and  originator.  He  regretted  that  circumstances  would  not  allow 
Mr.  Newton  to  continue  as  Chairman  until  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  came  into  force  in  April,  1948,  and  he  asked  approval 
of  the  Meeting  to  instruct  the  House  Governor  to  write  an  appre- 
ciatory  letter  to  Mr.  Newton  for  his  past  services.  This  was 
unanimously  approved. 


Mr.  Wright  gave  a  rough  outline  as  to  how'
